best part of the morning taking a 
farewell drive behind his black mare 
tound Shanghal. He gave the | 
impression of being on the ‘best 
of terms “with everyone, "saluting 
jall his former acquaintances, some 
‘of whom were pleased to recognize |, 
him and many of whom were not. 
Eventually, this final leave taking 
being finished, ‘he drove up to the 
China Merchants’ Central . Wharf, 
shook hands with the policemen 
there and wished them all good-bye 
and subSequently passed on’ board. 
Before he did so he remarked to 
some of the bystanders ‘ “Lam going 
away strong and I will come bacle 
strong.” : 


Meanwhile ‘a considerable band of 
young: men had gathered on the, 


| tender awaiting transportation to the 
Atreus.
